Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 31, line 3, there is not antecedent basic for "the 
particular area". Therefore, the claim 31 is indefinite. 

Claim 31 is would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112 and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-30 and 32-35 are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
